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Remarks 

Applicant respectfully requests allowance of the subject application. 
Claims 7 and 27 have been canceled. Claims 1, 4-6, 8, 11-22, and 44-73 are 
pending, of which claims 1, 4-6, 8, and 11-22 have been amended to place the 
application in condition for allowance. 

New Claims 

New claims 68-73 are presented for examination as reinstated, previously 
canceled claims 34-39 pursuant to MPEP §714.22; 37 C.F.R. §1. 121(c)(5), with 
amendments to include allowable subject matter and to overcome a previous 
35 U.S.C. §101 rejection {Office Action dated 12/01/2005). Claims 68-73 include 
allowable subject matter as discussed with the Examiner on March 1, 2006 {see 
Applicant's Response filed March 1, 2006), and should be in condition for 
allowance. An RCE is filed herewith. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 44-67 have been allowed {Office Action p.3). Applicant appreciates 
the indication of allowability. These claims remain unchanged and are in 
condition for allowance. 
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35 U.S.C. §112 Claim Rejections 

Claims 1, 4-8, 11-22, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112 first 
paragraph for the previous claim amendments failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement (Office Action p.2). Claims 7 and 27 have been canceled. 
Claims 1, 4-6, 8, and 11-22 have been amended herein to overcome the §112 
rejection, the previous §101 rejection, and/or to incorporate allowable subject 
matter. Accordingly, claims 1, 4-6, 8, and 11-22 are in condition for allowance 
and Applicant respectfully requests that the § 1 12 claim rejections be withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

All pending claims 1, 4-6, 8, 11-22, and 44-73 are in condition for 
allowance and Applicant respectfully requests issuance of the subject application. 
If any issues remain that preclude issuance of this application, the Examiner is 
urged to contact the undersigned attorney before issuing a subsequent Action.
